M. Helchosky also brings 
news that two exiles named Peshekeroy and 
Makarenko, who were recently arrested at 
Ousbour, have been condemnedto solitary 
confinement pending an official investigation, 
for having in their possession clippings from 
American newspapers upor the subject of the 
feelings aroused abroad by the alleged mal- 
treatment of political prisoners in Siperis. 


Salvador’s Minister te Washington. 


SAN SALVADOR, Oct: I. ronimo Pou, the 
Saivadorian Minister to o, having shown 
that it would be impossit-v for bie to fill the 
post of Minister to the United States at the 
same time, President Ezeta has appointed 
Gen. Benjamin Molina Enyoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary to the United* 
States and he will leave soon to create a 
Salvadorian legation in Washington. Gen. 
Molina has been Secretary of War since Ezeta 
became provisional president, and was at the 
head of the troops who bravely defended the 
White House of the capital from fourteen at- 
tacks made by Gen. Rivas and his Indian army 
during the late strife at Guatemala. He isa 
brave and talented Generaland has the full 
confidence of the people of San Salvador, by 
whem he is idolized, owing to the bravery he 
displayed in the previous war with Guate- 
mala, where he lost a leg, but continued og 
the fieid of battle to direct the maneuvers of 
his command. 

WAR OR PEACE? 

A few days ago President Ezcta sent a tele- 
gram to President Bogran of Honduras, ask- 
ing him what he meant by increasing the gar- 
rison at Ampala and allowing conspiracies 
against Salvador to be hatched in Honduras. 
He said to Bogran: 

It you intend to keep peace the treaty 
must be kept to the letter. I want peace, but 
if any attempt is made to make war upon me 


territory. 
The reply of Bogran was very humble and 
entirely satisfactory to Ezeta. 


The Toulon Scandal. 


Paris, Oct. 31.—M. Fouroux, Mayor of Tou- 
lon, who is under arrest on the charge of 
conspiring to procure an illegal operation 
upon his mistress, Mme. Jonquieres, to-day 
made an attempt to secure his release on ball, 
but his application was denied. The author- 
ities have evidence that M. Fouroux accom- 
panied Mme. Jonquieres to the residence of 
Mme. Laure, the midwife, who is also under 
arrest on the charge of having performed the 
operation, and that he remained in a carriage 
Outside the house while the illegal deed was 
belng done. It appears that thearrest of 
Mayor Fouroux andthe other persons impli- 
dated in the case was made without the Goy- 
ernment being apprised that such a step was 
eontemplated. The members of theMinistry 
are much incensed because they were not in- 
formed that the arrests were to be made and 
blame the procureur for proceeding in the 
matter without consulting them. Several 
minor officials who were connected with the 
prosecution of the case have been dismissed 
and some others, fearing that they would lose 
their positions, have resigned. 


Cuban Kevolutionists at Key West. 
Ker WST, Fla, Oct. 31.—Victor Aguila, an 
employe of the Spanish Government, was de- 
coyed by two men to the outskirts of tne city

immediately boarded a departing ship, but in 
the meantime the authorities hai got wind of 
the affair and arrested the parties aud also 
Aguila himself, whom they held as a witness. 
Juan Garela, a brother of the accused, as- 
sauited the Spanish Consul yesterday atter- 

noon on the steps of the latter’s office, and 
but for the interposition of an officer it is bo- 
lievéd that the Consul would hape been mur- 
dered. Garcia is now in jeil. The Cubas 
revolutioniste in thie city are very active and 
during just now, and it looks as though they 
will make trouble in the jsiand before long.

The Christian Previnces of Turkey. 


LonpDon, Oct. 31.—It is announced in St. 
Potersburg thatthe Russian government has 
sent a peremptory message to the Porte de- 
manding, among other things, more ener- 
getic reforms in the Christian provinces of 
Turkey. In Constantinople it ie said that the 
police have secured evidence that Russian in- 
trigue is at the bottom of Armenian ayitation, 
butthisis hardly possible in view of the fact 
thatthe chief movers in the crusade against 
Christians in Armenia and other Ohbristian 
provinces of Turkey are among those in the 
enjoyment of the Sultan’ sa#gvor.

It is impossible, however, 
to ascertain definitely how many 
passengers she carried at the 
effice of the agents here, asthe clerks in the 
temporary absence of the agent refuse to give 
any information. It is expected that the 
agent wiil return to his office in the course of 
the afternoon. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

This morning the steamer Humboldt, Capt. 
Black, from Rie Janeiro, saw the masts of 
the steamer Vizcaya covered with twelve 
men. The Humboldt dore down 
on them and took them on 
board. Most et the mea were members of the 
Vizeaya’s crew. A three-masted schooner, ? 
bound north, at 7 o’cleck last night 
ran into the Vizcaya. The rescued people 
say that the schooner changed her 
course when withina cable’s length of the 
steamship. The schooner sank and in five 
minutes the steamer went down, The pas- 
sengers were all below deck on 
the steamer and that portion of the 
crew on the deck took to the masts. A boat 
from the schooner witb five sailors in it 
picked up a iad from the water who 
had gone overboard from the steamer 
and rowed for the shore. It is supposed 
thatthe boat load was saved. The Vizcaya 
had seventy-seven in all on board. The Cap- 
tain was drowned. All of tue twelve saved 
were members of the crew. '

INDIAN AUNTING. 


A St. Leuis Boy's Experience in the Fiat- 
Head Mountains. 


Mr. Charles H. Balley hasason who once 
upon atime cherished and nourished a long- 
ing desire to killa bear and to dasgle at his 
leather belt the scalp of an Indian war chief, 
But that was when he was at home sitting by 
a warm fire and reading the lines of Davy 
Crockett asad Daniel Boone, and the Indian 
stories ef Capt. Wayne Reade and Beadle & 
Co. He bas changed bis mindin the last few 


weeks and now writes to his father {rom the 
Fiathead Mourtains of Montana that he 
doesn’t want any more Indian bunting in 
his. Instead of finding an Indian to scaip he 
was found himeelf by the Indians, it seems, 
or came so near it that he hasn’t dreamed of 
anything since. 
HEMMED IN BY INDIANS. 

„They had us surrounded, he writes, 
for four days at the head of Flathead Lake, 
175 miles from the nearest military post.’’ 

There were only three men in bis party, 
and one of them wasa hired man who, upon 
learning that the Indians had hemmed them 
in, stole away at the first opportunity with 
all the blankets and has not been seen since. 

NOT A BIT OF FUN THERE. 
Under these circumstances Mr. 
and his remaining companiorn, who 
was hunting for big game also, were 
left without a particie of bedding and with 
nothing but the ground to lle on. It was very 
cold at that high altitude, but there was no 
heipforit. Witha strong field glass which 
his father had bought for him in Paris, the 
young real estate agent could plainly see 
the Indians in large numbers occupying the 
summit of hills about three miles distant, 
completely cutting off retreat to civilization. 
With water atone side ofthem and Indians 
closing in the circuit, .the imperiled hunt- 
era concluded that it was the bet- 
ter part of valor to stay where 
ay were and await developments. 
To have iighted a fire would have revealed 
their hiding piace, and as another precaution 
against inviting attack the dogs were closely 
trpugzied to prevent them from barkine. 
There was plenty to eat but mo fire, and no 
blankets, and nota sound abovea whisper 
was allowed to escape from that lonely camp 
while the Indians prowled around it in their 
war paint. At night the besieged buntsmen 
sat on the ground with their guns on their 
lapse expecting at any moment to hear the 
crack of an Indian’s Winchester. , ° 
RELIEF AT LAST. 

On the fourth day the Indians, for whose 
blood the brave young man had thirsted 
when at home under the protection of the 
paternal roof, disappeared from view, 
the French field giass falling to 
bring them within the range of 
vision in any direction. Tben, says 
Charley, we mounted our horses, leaying 
tent and grub and everything behind, and 
rode for our lives 175 miles. On the way in 
we saw the murdered bodies of three white 
men whom the Indians bad killed. Don’t tell 
mamma anything about this Indian aes A but 
accept it as a fact, and ail that I have told 
about the improvement of my health.’’

TWELVE GOOD MEN WHO WOULD NOT GO TO 
A DUNGEON CELL. 9

A Remarkable Iecident ia the Trial of the 
Case of Leonard Matthews vs. the St, 
Louis & San Francisco Road—Jurers Re- 
fuse to Ge Into the Court-Heuse Jury 
Prisen aud Hire a Room in a Hetel— 
Court News. 


The case of Leonard Matthews ys. St. Louis 
& San Francisco Rallway Co. for damages for 
the destruction by fire of a honse at Kirk- 
wood, which has been on trial in Division No. 
5 of the St. Louis Circuit Court for nine 
days, was given to the tired jury 
this afternoon. The jury retired to a 
room ia the Laclede Hotel to consider a ver- 
dict. This iss an unusual proceeding. Ord- 
narily juries have taken their lives in their 
hands and have gone down into the foul holes 
in the basement of the Court-house to con- 
sider fhe evidence and arrive at a 
verdict. The jury in this case has 
interests in life, and having committed 
no crimes for which the statutes pre 
scribe death or impaired health they refused 
to be incarcerated in the reminiscences of 
sixth century Gungeons, the imitation of the 
black hole of Calcutta, which does duty as a 
jury-room for Division No,5 of the St. Louis 
Circuit Court. 

Those who are familiar with the construc- 
tion of the Court-house will remember that 
divisions land 4 which occupy the east and 
west wings of the buliding have comparatively 
large quarters, and that there are little sec- 
tions large enovgh for china closets in small 
houses in each of these court-rooms. These 
are used for jury-rooms and Judges’ offices. 
Divisions 2, 8 and 6 are in small quarters from 
which no parts could be taken for jury rooms, 
and sothe juries from these rooms must go 
into the damp, foul smelling, lly-furnished 
basement to consider their verdiet. 

The jury in the Matthews vs. the St. 
Louis & San Francisco Rallway re- 
fused to go into the basement. They 
had endured enough in the court- 
room, which is only ventilated when 
the Judge is about to faint on account of the 
foul air, and stops the trial that the windows 
may be opened foratime. The noise of vehi- 
cles on the granite street compels the court to 
have the windows closed at other times. 

One of the jurors bad served ona jury & 
year ago, and then being ignorant 
he had gone into the foui basement 
roem. He told his fellows on the present jury 
that he would not go again, and aiso told 
Judge Valliant so. Tne Judge said he was 
sorry no better provision bad been made for 
juries and recommended that business men 
who had toserve on juries make an appeal 
to the Muaicipal Assembly for im- 
peeved quarters. But that was not present 

lp. The Judge did sot see his way to help- 
ing this jury, aud so they resolved to beip 
themselves. They engaged a room in the 
Laciede hotel and arranged for its proper fur- 
nishing and for the proper attendance. This 
room they tendered to the Court. Judge Val- 
liant, after assuring himself’ that it was a 
proper place and that the jury 
could be easily reached bythe Sheriff, ac- 
cepted the room and so informed tne jury 
this morning. 

At the noon recess the attorney's in the 
case agreed that the cost ot the jury room 
should not beborme by the jurors, but should 
be taxed as costs In the case.

And so from time to time the evil ghosts of 
Maj. Eugene Weigel’s administration as 
Census Supervisor stalk abroad to remind one 
ofa disagreeable past still tutruding on the 
present. The enumerators who served under 
bim havenot all been paid, notbya good 
deal, and they are endeavoring now to secure 
the money for the work done 
in June. Mr. Bain’s men have already re- 
ceived their money for collecting the manu- 
facturing statistics, but Maj. Weigel made nu 
such provision for his men and they are now 
corresponding with the Washington office 
direct, endeavoring to secure their money 
themselves. And this correspondence has 
Drought to light a curious blunder which Maj. 
Weigel has left behind bim in therecords of 
Ris office. 

\’ A REMARKABLE (BLUNDER. 

Maj. Weigel divided the city into districts 
and each enumerator was given a district. A 
copy of this sub-division was sent to the Con- 
sus Office, aud when the vouchers for the 
enumerators were made outa copy of Maj.

Mr. Harvey looked at the voucher and was 
somewhat amused. Evidentiy the clerks in 
Washington were twisted. Bircher street 
runs east and west, King’s highway north 
and south, Page avenue east and west and the 
city limits gorth and south. These lines 
are N offthe exact points of the com- 

ere are afew people inthis city 

who don’t know that Page avenue isan east 
and west street and cannot bound the dis- 
trict lying north of it, on the west and the 
other streets are likewise out ot place. Mr. 
Harvey could not understand how the mistake 
ad been made, so be sat down and wrote the 
neus OMocera letter, informing him that 
the boundaries described in his youcher were 
all wrong and the points of the compass were 
entirely ignored. He expected, of course, a

In reply I would state that, from a thorough 
examination of the map of St. Louls, it is 
ascertained thatthe bounds of your territory 
are exactiy as stated in the vouchers, and you 
are therefore requested to san and return 
said vouchers for payment.

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NEWS OF THE CHURCHES. 


THE FEAST OF ALL SAINTS AND HOW IT 
WILL BE OBSERVED. 


Christ Church Cathedral Service—Harvest 
Home Festival—St. Geerge’s Sunday 
Programme—St. Bridget Fair—Goneral 
Religieas News Gathered Te- Day. 


The Feast of All Saints will be celebrated in 
the churches to-morrow, or at least in suck 
churches as generally observe the day. The 
festival, which is also called All-Hailows and 
Hallowmas, was first instituted about the year 
610 A. D., on the let of May, in memory of the 
martyrs, and has been celebrated since 834 on 
the lst of November as a general commemora- 
tion of all the saints. As the number of saints 
increased it became impossible to dedicate a 
feast day to each, and so the Ist of November 
was set apart for the commemoration of all 
saints that had not special days for shem- 
selves. All Sainte’ Day is observed by the 
Catholic, Episcopal and Lutheran churches. 

Halloween is this evening, the eve of A.- 
Saints’ Day,and is celebrated by young people 
the world over, but mostiy in Great Britain. 
Games of all kinds are played, and if there is 
any superstition in a person it is sure to mani- 
fest itself then, and thisissaid to be especi- 
ally the case with St. Louis girls looking for 
rich and handsome busbands.

THE NEW VUTING SYSTEM. 


Rules in Brief fer the Guidance ef Veters en 
Nov. 4. 


For the information and guidance of voters 
n election day the Post-DISPATCH has com - 
piled the following rules or condensations 
from the new Australian dallot law, under 
which the first election in thie State will be 
held Nov. 4: 

l. Ascertain the number of the precinct in 


which you live and the location of the booth 
at which you should vote from the list pub- 
lished by the Recorder of Voters on the eve of 
the election, Nov. 4. 

2. Decide before hand what candidates you 
intend te vote for. The names of all candi- 
dates, in whose selection you will havea vote, 
Will appear under the party beading in the 
ballot, which will be furnished you by the 
judges. 

3. On entering the polling place announce 
your name and residence to the judges, so 
that they may ascertain from the lists if you 
are regularly registered in the precinct. 

4. Take the folded baliot which the judges 
willaive you. Supposing the names of the 
judges are Jonn Smith and Paul Jones, and 
that your registration number on the poll 
books is 121, the folded ballot given you will 
then be marked as follows: 

J. 8. 
H. J. 
191. 

5. Observe how the ballot is folded, with the 
initials of judges and registration number en 
the outside, then retiring to the nearest 
booth spread it out ou theshelf provided for 
the purpose of making out their tickets. 

6. On unfolding the baliot it will be fouad 
to contain four tickets, the Democratic, the 
Republican, the Union-Labor and the nomi- 
nationg by electors. Strike out tbree of the 
four kets with your pencil, leaving your 
party ticket if you wish te vote it without 
change. 

7. if you do sot wish to vote any. one ticket 
as grouped onthe ballot there are two legal 
methods of ‘‘scratching.’’ You may go 
through the four tickets scratching out the 
names you do not wish to vote for, andileayv- 
ing stand under the different beadinas the 
names you wish to vote for. Should you 
leave two names fer the same office, however, 
your vote on that office will not be counted. 
According to the Recorder’s views you must 
strike out three of the tickets and vote the 
fourth, or strike out such parts of the one re- 
maining ticket as do not suit you and write in 
the names you desire to vote for. While un- 
necessary, it is pronounced by City Counselor 
Bell ede preparation. 

8. fold your ballot as it was folded when 
you received it with the judges’ initials and 
registration number on the outside. To this 
the judges will add the number indicating the 
order of receipt of ballot. If you are the 
forty’-ninth voter at the precinct that day 
your ballot will then be marked:

See that this is drepped into the ballot-box. 

9. If you spoil a ballot, retuta it to the 
judges and get another. ° 

10. Do not eccupy more than five minutes in 
preparing and voting your ballot. This is the 
time allowed by law to each voter. The polis 
will only be open from 6 am. to 7 p. m. 

11. If you cannot read nor write, or if phys- 
ally disabled, and you so deciare under 
oath, one of the judges will prepare your 
ballot as you declare your choice ior each 
office. It is an offense for any officer of elec- 
tion to disclose how any elector has voted.

THE POPE’S BNCYCLICAL 


Addressed te the Bishops of Italy—A Hely 
Warfare. 


NEw YORK, Oct. 31.—The Pope’s latest en- 
cyclical is of universal interest. It is written 
in Itallan by the Pope himself and is ad- 
dressed to the Bishops of Italy. Its con- 
tents have only just been made known to the 
public. The Holy Eather refers tothe many 
attacks whieh have been made on the church 
of late years, and draws special attention to 
the homage which has been paid to the ag- 
nostic Giordino Bruno. 

It would be folly for us to close our eyes 
to the gravity of the situation,’’ he con- 
tinues. Our apostolic duty bids us protest 
against the many onslaughbts that are being 
made ia Italy on religion, and the Bishops 
should do their best to do away with this evil, 
and as the principal weapon of our enemies is 
the press, Uatholics should call to their aid 
the religious press and use it as a weapon 
against the base press of our enemies. 

The Pope then explains that itis not only a 
love of religion, but also love of their country 
which should impel Catholics to take part in 
thie holy warfare. Then speaking of the 
dangers of Socialism, he says that owing to 
the strength ot its organization it can only be 
successfully opposed by a thorough union 
of all the conservative elements of society 
and that true religion is the best rampart 
against the fury of lawless mobs. 

Eu mity teward the Holy See, he contin- 
ues, ‘‘is fraught with the greatest dangers 
for Italy. The result will be a lack of harmony 
between the Italian officers and true Italian 
Catholics. From this discord willensue a 
prolonged religious war which is bound to 
prove hurtful to the public weal. Moreover, 
this conflict will not only deprive Italy of the 
prestige which shehas acquired through her 
relations with the pontificate, but it will also 
alienate from her the Catholics ofthe euatire 
world. Nay, it may at any moment give her 
enemies a pretexttotake tp arms. ow dif- 
ferent would be the condition of affairs if 
the church were allowed full liberty and the 
unhampered enjoyment of her rights. Rec- 
onciled to the Pope and faithful to her an- 
cient religion, Italy would then be truly great 
and nothing would hinder her from pursuing 
a glorious career to the end. 

‘*The oft-repeated statement that the Cath- 
olles and the sovereign pentiff are the enemies 
of Italy is a gratuitous insult and a base cal- 
umny. On the KN the Catholics are the 
best frierids of Itdly.’’ 

The Pope concludes by saying that two Gov- 
ernments are impossible at me and that 
Rome ought to be given back to the Pope if 
the world wished the Holy Seeto exercise as 
heretofore its influence for good.

STRANGE STORY ABOUT A MAN WHO DIED 
AT THE HOSPITAL. 


The Report Uirculated That the Deceased, 
Whe Gave His Name as Nelson, Was 
a Brother ef Secretary Windem—Mr. 
McAllister Reveals the Dead Man's Renal 


Identity. 


A few days ago there died at the City 
Hospital a man, humble in appearance, poor 
in dress and greatly emaciated from aicohel- 
ism and consumption. 

Without a home, without money and with- 
out friends, this poor old man quietly passed

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WOMEN DELEGATES. 


The Great Question Which Is 
Agitating the Methodist 
Church.

The Action of Union M. E. Church 
Causes Much Discussion and 
Strong Feeling. 


The Vote ef One of the Principal Churches 
of St. Louis im Faver of Sending Women 
as Lay Delegates te the General Confer- 
ence Discussed by Members of the Con- 
gregation—Seme Streng Views on the 
Subject—Tie Claims Made fer and 
Against Women’s Selection. 


A question, looked upon as the most serious 
which has ever come before the Methodist 
Church, has been presented to the followers 
of that creed for adegision, At the Union M. 
E. Church Wednesday nigntthe majority of 
the congregation present voted in favor of 
Sending women delegates to the General 
National Conference, whichis to meet next 
year. The General Conference of 
the Methodist Church of the United 
States is composed of delegates from all the 
districts of the churoh in the country, and the 
action of the conference is binding upon the 
church and all ite followers. It isthe Legis- 
lature, the Supreme Court and Governor of 
the Methodist Uhurch. The power of a dele- 
gate in this body, therefore, is almost equal 
to that of a legislator in the Senate or House 
ofa State. 

When the result of the voting was an- 
nounced Wednesday night there was a gen- 
eral hum of surprise. Though nearly four 
hundred persons were at the meeting only 
162 voted, 94 in favor of sending women dele- 
gates to the General Conference and 68 against 
it. The meeting was a representative 
one, as it was the oocasion of the annual rent- 
ing Of pews, and when the congregation real- 
ized that there was an apparant inclination of 
the majority of the church memdert to confer 
temporal powers on women in the church it 
caused an animated discussion. The action of 
this meeting has become a topic of conversa- 
sation in other than church circles, and many 
are aseerting that a great social reform is 
about beginning which will claim its inception 


in one Of the moet powerful churches in the 
land. 

The Metho@ist or Methodist Episcopal 
Church has always granted the lady members 
all the privileges within bounds and in fact 
there is no duty in the management of spirit- 
val affairs which the ladies are not called 
upon to do. They lead in the organization 
and management of Sunday schools aad 
missionery work, besides being in sole con- 
trol of tae sewing circies and iittie charity 
societies that rightfully belong to 
then. The ladies a8 yet have 
never been selected to look after the temporal 
or business affairs of the chtreb, such as fajis 
to the lot ot the Board of Irustees, who dre 
always the heading male members of the 
church and experienced business wen. The 
election of — lady member as 
a delegate, however, confers on der 
an honor and trust aimost, if not equally, as 
great as that of a member of a Board of 
Trustees, asshe will have an equal voice in 
the Conference with the clergy of the church, 
and the men who are s as delegates.

A STRIDE TOWARDS WOMAN'S SUFFRAGE. 

The seriouspess and full meaning of the 
action taken at the meeting Wednesday 
nigbt ts grasped by all and many see 
in it the great stride 80 surely 
being made toward woman suffrage. It is 
considered the entering wedge to this social 
reform which has agitated the country at 
every great election. As a proof that the 
inclination in the Methodist Church is 
gradually, in fact, rapidly, turning toward 
woman suffrage, those who are opposing the 
present movement recall the action of the 
general conference in New Yerk in 1886, when 
three ladw delegates from the Methodist 
Church of Wyoming were refused sests on 
the floor by an almost unanimous objection of 
the gentiemen delegates. The con- 
troverey which grew out of this act 
revealed a hitherto unexpressed feeling ia 
the churcb that women sheuld have equal 
voice withthe mem and as a result the con- 
ferehce referred the question to the congrega- 
tions all over the country, and requested a 
vote on the question whether women should 
be admitted to the national body as delegates 
with fill power. 

It this question had been put to a vote in the 
Union M. E. Church three years ago, itis 
said, it would have been voted against al- 
most in one voice, but ideas have changed 
since then and the vote of the majority in 
favor of it ts preef of the fact. Dur- 
ing the next two months every Metho- 
dist congregation in the country will 
vote on the question and the result will be 
looked forvord to with intense interest not 
only by the members of the church but by 
the students of the social system. It is known 
now wheat will be the result in some States, 
such as Kansas and Nebraska, where women 
take part in municipal affairs and government 
and in Wyoming where woman suffrage al 
ready has a foothold. Should the majority 
decide in taver of women delecates to the 
general conference, those ladies who are 
sent will be admitted if there Is also a majority 
on the floor au favor of giving them seats. If 
not, then the doors will be closed on them. 

Should the Methodists elect women dele- 
gates to the most powerful bodyin the church, 
they will be but one step behind the Congre- 
gationalists whe only a few days ago in Cleve- 
land, licensed a Miss Breckenridge te p:each 
the gorpel and ordained her a minister of the 
chureh. With large delegation of women in 
a General Conference of the Methodist Church 
a similar action is possible. 


THE REASONS GIVEN. 

In the majority report at thé Congregational 
Couventloy it was argued, first, that the 
passages of Scripture often urged against fe- 
male preaching, when rightly considered, do 
not have a shadow of weight, for they are 
in their application; second, that 
wemen ald labor as helpers and 
teachers inthe early church. Third, that 
the times being changed, the sphere of women 
is enlarging and providence eyidently designs 
that ehe sheuld preach the Gospel as well as 
man. Fourth, tuatif no one objects to the 
part eke takes in the public scbool, Sabbath- 
school, on the lecture platform, in conven- 
tions, before legisiative committees and in 
philanthropic reform, there oan be no reason- 
able ground for debarringper frem the min-

But that is lost sight oft, remarked the 
inquisitor, ‘‘when thie move is looked upon 
as one of the greatest strides yet made toward 
woman suffrage.’’

„A Lay, women are as intelligent: as men, 
and why should they not be allowed to raise 
their voice and decide matters? The tendency 
is that way now, and it must come 
sooner or later. Why not let it come 
now? Some argue that women are 
not capable of managing worldly 
affairs and finanees as men are because of 
their inexperience. Those who have been 
compelled to assume the burdens of men have 
proven themselves capable and able to do 
all that men cara doandif they are itsnexper'i- 
enced it is because they have never been tried.

He said: The people of the United 
States, without regard to party, venerate the 
hrave men who savedthe Reptbijc, and are 
eager to meet their just demands, But dema - 
gognes bave aggravated and stimulated the 
claims of this class until hundreds of unde- 
serving men are receiving the bounty of the 
government. I know that public men 
are afraid to speak out on this sub- 
ject and when I discovered that 
Grover Cleveland possessed the courage and 
the manhood of interference to declare that 
the pension roll should bea roll of honor, I 
honered him for it and I dared to announce 
my opinion. IIlove a brave man. At this 
point the picture of Cleveland on the Denner 
was faced tothe audience and cheered-to the 
echo. Pointing to the picture and inclining 
his head Gen. Palmer said: I bow to him as 
the typical brave, honest man. [Loud ap- 
plause. ] There has been so much weak dem- 
agogy on this question. Men who when the 
war raged stayed at home and suffered 
others to «o to the front for their 
country’s ealvation.

A letter which Private Secretary Fred Lucas 
found’ yesterday in Chief Harrigan’s mail tells 
a sad story. The commusication is from 
Robert E. Brewster of Pieasanton, 
Linn County, Kan. Brewster, it appears, 


is an old soldier. Like many of his comrades, 
he during the war acquired an unconquerable 
taste for strong drink.

What a Leipzig Fur Dealer Learned During 
a Visit te Sitka—General Cessation of the 
Poaching Operations —Smuggiers and 
Poachers and the Destructien Occasiened 
by Them—Shriukage ia St. Louis. 


“s oso, HERE has been a 
most decided 
shortage 
crop of sealskins 
this year, said 
Walter Ullmann 
of Leipzig,&axony, 
who isin the city, 
and prices are 
bound to go up 
very sharply. I 
have visited this 
country every 
spring and fall 
during the last 
five years fer the 
purpose of making 

arrangements for buying furs, and have just 
returned from Sitka. Investigation has proved 
that the catch of fur-bearing seal has been 
much smaller during the past year than had 
been anticipated, but this does not mean that 
the supply is decreasing to any considerable 
extent,is truejsignificance being that the United 
States authorities have put a stop to smug- 
Kling and to iliegal shooting of seals. 
CESSATION OF POACHING. 

Whatever may be the legal status of Cana- 
dian fishermen, it is abuadantly evident to 
anyone who has observed the course pursued 
by the sealers that the action of the Govern- 
ment of the United States bas had an excellent 
effect in preserving the seals. It Is difficult to 
get men to put money into sealing vessels 
that are liable to be seized atany time for 
poaching, and even if they are afterwards 
released, the profite of the season may 
be lost and expenses incurred which 
cannot be liquidated without a treaty. The de- 
struction wrought by the poacbers was large, 
but nothing compared to the losses by at- 
tempts at smuggling, more or less successful. 
The Indians on the mainiandand the Aieuts 
onthe islands were in the babit of Killing 
seals whenever they believed that they could 
do so without detection, and selling them to 
the poaching vessels. When an inspector 
came along they would sink the skins in the 
water, from where they were seldom recov- 
ered. Owing to the secrecy that had to 
be. employed, the skins were cured Very in- 
effectually, and an immense loss resulted. 
Not more than one in seven of the stolen 
skine ever reaching the market. 

A DECREASED OUTPUT. 

„„In London and Leipzig,iwhere nearly all of 
the skins are received, the rules in relation to 
the number to be killed each year, established 
by the United States Goverament, have been 

a laughing stoek yy | the dealers, as fully 
— times as many Alaska seaiskins have 
been dressed as the law allows. This year, 
however, the case is different; the supply is 
short, aad the poachers and smugglers have 
been given a Dackset.

shrinks up. The producing firms have this 
fail sent out a lot of improved stretchers —— 4 
are furnished free to the seallag vessels whic 

will render it much easier to thoroughly clean 
the pelt and reduce shrinkage to its lowest 
terms. There has been a great deal of talk at 
various times in reference to sealskins going 
out of fashion, but the demand for them bas 
been steadily increasing. There are three 
Kreat markets in the world, Canton, london 
and Leipzig, standing in the order named.

TO BEAR STOCK. 


H. W. Gardner te Succeed T. W. Lillie as 
Secretary aud Treasurer ef the 'Frisco— 
Straightening Out Western Passenger 
Rates—The Celersdo Midlasd Purchase 
Ratified—Rallroad News Frem 411 See- 
tions. 


Somehow the report that the Union Pacific 
management is assisting in forcing down the 
price of that company’s stock seems to have 
more believers now than ithad before the 
story was so indignantly denied by the East- 
ern @fficials of the road, says the Chicago 
Times. Perhaps this is due te a betfr under- 
standing of the differences between the Union 
Pacific and its Omaha connections and the 
events that led upto the canceling of their 
joint tariff arrangements. Some ofthe stories 
that have been told cencerning the affair have 
placed the Union Pucific in the position of a 
much-sbused ama ‘‘beycotted’’ road, whereas 
the facts seem to show that it is making a vol- 
untary fight on the lines connecting with itat 
Omaha and Council Biufis. 

It was only on traffic by way of Counoll 
Bluffe that the Union Pacific demanded a 
larger proportien of the threughrate. Evi- 
dently itis willing that the present division 
should stand at Sioux City, Kansas City and 
St. Joseph, as it asked fer no change at those 
peints, although it gets no larger share of the 
rate at these gateways than it does at Omaba 
and Council Biuffs. Thusit places itself is 
the position of demanding more for its short 
haul via Omaba than for its jong baul via 
Sioux City and Kansas City. At the 
September meeting of the Western 
Freight Association the Union Pacific pre- 
sented its request for a change in the divi- 
sions, allowing ita higher percentage of the 
through rate. The proposition was referred 
to a committee with instruction to consider 
the matter and report at the October meet- 
ing. Butthe Union Pacific did not wait for 
the association to act upon ite request. It 
did net ever wait for the committee to formu- 
late a report on the subject. Oct. 8, one week 
before the date of the October meeting, the 

eneral traffic manager of that read, C. 8. 

ellen, addressed to the lines east of the Mis- 
souri Rivera letter in weich he gave notice 
that as he did net think the Upion 
Pacific was receiving 7 fair per- 
centage of divisions on freight trafiic 
interchanged with its Eastern connection 
the road would on Nov. 1 discontinue the in- 
terchange of freight traffic on the existing 
percentages, but would continue the inter- 
change on the percentage submitted by the 
Union Pacific to Chairman Faithorn.

against it for some time, in the hope of break- 
ing the Chicago & Northwestern agreement. 
In the judgment of Union Pacific officials, both 
east and west, the boyoott will have no mate- 
rial effect so far as any reduction inthe in- 
come of the Union Pacific is concerned, for its 
business is fully protected, the company 
being able to reach all oints independently 
of the companies in the boycott.

W. H. CALVERT’S SUICIDE. 


SHOT HIMSELF IN CHICAGO YESTERDAY 
AFTERNOON. 


Suffering Frem Aberratien ef the Mind 
Caused by Insomnia—One of the Oldest 
and Mest Successful Business Men eof St. 
Louis—He Leaves a Large Estate. 


William H. Caivert, one of the oldest and 
most successful business men of this city, 
cemmitted suicide yesterday evening in 
Chicago. He went to Chicago seme six weeks 
ago for treatment for insomnia and dyspep- 
sia and entered the Linceln Park Sanitarium. 
According to the physicians of the institu- 
tion, a cure had almost been effected and he 
was to return home in a couple ef weeks. 
Yesterday afternoon he left the sanitarium 
and went down town to the Vane-Calvert 
Paint Co.’s branch house on Randolph street, 
and, after chatting pleasantly for an beur 
or more with some of the clerks, he went into 
the rear portion of the office and shot himself 
with a revolver. The ball entered his head 
and he 4ied shortly afterwards. His wife and 
son Rupert, the only surviving members of 
the family, left for Chicago this morning and 
will return with the remains to-morrow. 

The manufactory and main house of the 
Vane-Calvert Paint Co. are located om the 
west side of Main street, just north ef the 
Eads’ bridge, Nos. 615 to 619 inclusive, and the 
house is the oldest mixed- paint establishment 
in the West. 

NOT IN HIS RIGHT MIND. 

Nothing more is known there of the suicide 
than has been telegraphed to the St. Louis 
papers, but Mr. Samuel T. Morris, the 
cashier, says that if Mr. Calvert really shot 
himself intentionally, he must have been out 
of his right mind at the time. ‘‘He was suffer- 
ing greatly from insomnia,’’ said Mr. Morris, 
and had been for about three years, and 
while I never heard of his acting irrationally, 
his inability to obtain sleep and rest worried 
bim a great deal and wa ad sooner or 
later to affect nis mind u Ss a cure was 
effected. He tried several doctors in St. 
Louis and took aboutevery remedy recom- 
mended to him without receiving any assist- 
ance and finally went to this Chicago institu- 
tion, which has an excellent reputation for its 
treatment of patients suffering with insomnia. 
I Dave been with Mr. Calvert twenty years 
and am quite certain that he could never have 
killed himselfin his right mind. There was 
no provocation for it except his *insomauia 


and that no longer worried him, as he be- 
lieved that he would soon be entirely cured 
ot u. His family relations were of the pleas- 
antest imaginabie and his business has been 
prospering right along from the very estab- 
lishment of the house in 1859. 

„Mr. Calvert and Allen Vane, now ares 
dent of Evanston, a Chicago suburb, came 
here from Maryland thirty-one years ago and 
established the house of Vane & Calvert, and 
that was the first large house for mixing 
paints inthe West. Six years ago Mr. Vane 
sold his interestto his son Atwood, and the 
latter sold out about three years ago te 
Mr. Calvert, leaving him the sole owner 
ofthe concern. The name of Vane was, how- 
ever, retained, as the Vane-Caivert paint had 
become famous throughout the West and 
Southwest. Clarence Vane, another son of 
the old gentleman, was placed in charge of 
the CUhbicafo brarzch of the house and is still 
there, while Mr. Calvert’s son, his only child, 
and now ayoung man of 22, is in the main 
house here. Mr. Calvert’s wifeisa daughter 
of Mr. Vane,6r., so that the business has been 
kept, it might be said, in one family.from the 
start. 

LEFT A LARGE ESTATE. 

No, Mr. Calvert belonged te no church and 
never beld a political office that I ever heard 
of. lle was a member, though, of several so- 
cleties, Masonic, Odd Fellows, Legion of 
Honor, Knights of Honor, Royal Arcanum, 
andidon’t know whatail Yes, his life was 
insured in most of them, as also in two or 
three regular life insurance companies! be- 
lieve, but his family won't have to depend up- 
on any life insurance for acompentcy, as Mr. 
Calvert was werth $100,000 or more. He owned 
his residence, No. 3423 Chestnut street, ana 
was balf owner of Hazelwood, a suburb on 


the Frisco road, just outside of 
the city lim its, . 0 Prosser. 
the Republian canditate for Congress in 


the Ninth Dustrict, owning the other half. 
Then Mr. Calvert owned the Bristol House, on 
Kighth and Chestnut streets; 6,000 acres of 
land in New Madrid County, Mo,; some prop- 
erty in Florida and Calvert Heights; a summer 
resort hotel, ete., near Manitou, Colo. He 
had also a large umount of bonds and stocks, 
including lining stocks, most of the latter, 
however, being worthless. His Silver Age 
stock is one of the few he invested in that is 
stiilon the market. He did own some Granite 
Mountain stock, but sold out some time ago. 
The building here used for the several offices 
and manufactory of the company is the prop- 
erty of his fatber-in-law. Mr. Calvert was 56 
ears old and a native of Maryland. He was 
to nd of 9 and had visited nearly every 
tion of thie country, though be never left 
his Lusiness long enough to take a trip to Eu- 
rope, He apolied himseif closely to his busi- 
ness and that was the secret of his success. os

Bang. 4 VERY REMARKABLE MAN IN SOME 


PARTICULARS. 


The Defaulting Boekkeeper’s Symapiby fer 
Fallen Wemen Demenstrated in a Pe- 
cdliar Way—His Father a Clergyman and 
Writer ef Considerable Nete—Messrs. 
Ward and Brady Strongly of the Opinion 
That Me Has Suicided. is 


The statement of Mr. Buck Key that he met 
M. B. Teague on the street Thursday evening 
of lest week is discredited by Teague’s em- 
ployers, as also by Mrs. Levy. Mr. Brady 


and Mr. Ward think that Mr. Key is mistaken 


in the Gate, that it was Tuesday evening in- 
stead of Thursday evening that be saw 
Teague, and Mra. Levy is sanguine that be 
woald not have remained in the city twe days 
without returaing he or communicating 
with her. She also now shares la the belictf 
of Messrs. Brady and Ward that Mr. Teague 
has com mitted suicide, and that his bedy will 
yes be found im the river. The fact that 
he was very proud and sensitive, that 
be teek pe ciothes with dim, altheugh a new 
suit was awaiting him at the tallor’s, that he 
could have taken mouey with him but did 
not, that he bad not communicated with his 
father and sister for a long time and would 
not be Nkely to ge te them when in disgrace 
and that he bad mo eather friends to whem he 
could leck fer sympathy and assistance ¢x- 
cept Mrs. Levy, and the further fact also, that 
be was very despondent when last seen and 
drinking hard, and that he had his revolver 
with him—a thing he very seldom carried—all 
these facts, say his empleyers, point 
unmistakably to suicide. For over a quarter of 
a century he was cennected with their house, 
and although they were deceived ia him as 
regards bis social relatiens and his integrity, 
they do not believe they could have been de- 
ceived as to hie temperament. He was of a 
very sensitive nature and did not fear death. 
Although the son of a clergyman, he was far 
from belag orthedex himself ia his religious 
belief, and, as strange as it may seem from 
his tippling habits and his association with 
females ot questionable character, it is now 
pretty well established that he cared very 
littie for weridly enjoyment, and that the 
asseciation ré@ferred to was brought about 
ehiefy throngh his sympathy fer the anfor- 
tunate women. 
SYMPATHY FOR THE FALLEN. 

Several years age he found a peor sick 
French girl in a house of ili-fame and took 
her eut ef it and fitted up alittie heme for her 


elsewhere, ena here the two lived tegether 
witha enila of the woman until she died a 
few months later. Mra. Levy, from whom the 
story comes, says that the woman was in Very 
poor bealth when he met her, aad that it was 
this fact and bie sympathy for her more than 
anything else that attracted bim to ber. She 
was nota Countess, as pablished in another 
paper. nor bad the ever been married tea 
unt, Dut the girl was of French extraction, 
and was a married wemas. Her husband 
came te &. Louis, not to reelaim her er te 
wreak vengeance upom her seducer, but to 
recover bis child, and this he did, returaing 
1 again with the ehiid,and mot dying here 
ia poverty, as sensationally published. This 
is the story as it came frem Teague himself 
through Mrs. Levy, and if her statement is to 
he believed, it was Teague’ssympathy fer 
her, Mrs. Levy, awakened by her iill-heaith 
and unfertunate cosdition generally, that led 
him te aseist her aed te bare his fertune 
withher. He always treated ber kindly, she 
says, as a loving husband should treat his 
wife, and never scolded when mediciae and 
doctor bilis were to be paid, He spent his 
evenings at home and they read and studied 
tegether. Teague was a memberefthe Mer- 
ecantiie Library and Mr. Brady savs that he 
nearly always hada copy of Shakspeare or 
other standard literary werk in his office. 
KNEW HIS PARENTS. 

The only St. Leuisnas who kaew Teague and 
his parete in their Alabama home are Mr. 
and Mrs. Samuel M. Heuston of No. 21% Wal- 
nut street. Away back in 1846 or 1847 Mr. and 
Mre. Teague, the parents of Blount, 
came to Eutaw, Ala., where Mr. 
and Mrs. Housten were living. Mr. Teague 
having only a short tiere before graduated 
from acollege at Tusealceosa, Ala., and been 
erdained as a minister of the Baptist Church. 
They had one child then, a baby boy, and it 
was this baby who, as a man of G, is now 
causing #0 much talk by his mysterious die- 
appearance and the disceveries made in con- 
sequence of it. Mr. and Mrs. Houstern were 
also a newly married couple ferty years age, 
and were living with the Teagues, and they 
still retain a pleasané recoilection of them. 

RECOLLECTIONS OF THE TEAGUES. 

Mrs. Houston says that Mrs. Teague was 
one of the leveliest women she ever met, and 
they both censidered Mr. Teague to be one of 
the noblest of mes. Little Bionat, teo, was 
one of the sweetest of children, says Mrs. 
Housten. Mre. Teague died years ago, but Mr. 
Teague is still living, or was a short time ago. 
We moved away from Eutaw in 1850,’’ 
seid Mrs. Houston yesterday, ‘‘and I have not 
seen Mr. Teague since, but have frequeatiy 
heard ef him. Rev. Dr. .Chambliss ef Mont- 
gomery, Ala., was here only a few days befere 
1 — Teague s disappearance, and m him 

learned a good deal relative to the old gen- 
tieman’s doings inthe last forty years. From 
Kutaw he removed some time during the 
fifties to Celumbus, Ga., and I thisk was there 
during the war. 1 have heard that Blount was 
in a Nortn Carolina regiment durisg the war, 
but he may bBave been visiting his grand- 
parerts when he jeined the army, asthe eld 
geutioman’s folks iived in North Carelina. 
From Columbus they meved back te Ala- 
bama, the eld gentieman having remarried 
in the meantime. I think they moved 
to Tuskegee, but the old gentleman is new 
living, I believe, in Shelby Ceunty, or at least 
he has a farm there near Celumbiana or 
Harpersvilie. 

Leung Teague boarded with us soen after 
we meved to st. Louis, in 1870, butI was net 


at home much of the time and did not see 


much of him. The last time I saw him 
was in 1874. Icallod en him at hie office, but 
he treated me very coldly and I never went te 
see himagain. We were always interested in 
his welfare theugh, and when Dr. Chambliss 
was here a couple of weeks ag, I sent him 
around te see young Teague. That 
was only two or three days befere Teague’s 
disappearance. Dr. Chambiiss is a warm 
friend of Teague’s father and wanted to see 
ulm mestiy on that account. The decter is 
one of the leading members of the Baptist 
Church in Alabama and an auther of some 
note. His latest work, published recently 
bere in St. Louis, sa handbook of the doc- 
trines and practices of the Baptist Chureh for 
the use of families, Sabbath-schoels and Bibie 
classes. Mr. Teague, the old gentiemen, has 
also written a good deal for the church and 
only recently had an article in the Alabama 

tist on the sufferings ef the ministry, littie 
thiaking of the sufferiag his sen was about te 
cause him.’’ 

THE WALNUT STREET MEETING. 

Mr. Buck Key is still pesitive that it was en 
Thursday evening, Oct. 28, that he met Blount 
Teague on Walnut street opposite the Soutn- 
ere Hotel. It was Friday, said be, that 
the news ef his disappeurance was first pub- 
lished, and the instant I saw it in the papers I 
remembered meeting him the evening befere. 
It could pot bave been Wednesday evening 
that I met him, because I wasn’t on Walnut 
street that even‘sa and Tuesday evening was 
too far back.
